$455,058 Homeland Security

The money will be used to fund a 
new regional E-911 system in- 
volving Morgan, Wolfe, and 
Magoffin counties. 

Accompanying the governor 
was Major Alicia Edginton, state 
Director of Homeland Security. 

The federal grant will be used 
specifically to upgrade 911 ser- 
vices and equipment in the three 
counties to make them compat- 
ible with Morgan’s E-9 1 1 system 
and to create a central communi- 
cations center at West Liberty to 
serve the three counties.

9-11 service is the link between 
first responders and the commu- 
nities they serve,” said Gov. 
Fletcher. “ That’s why it is criti- 
cally important that we ensure 
every Kentuckian has access to 
the 9-11 services they need.” 

Gov. Fletcher said it is his goal 
to provide every Kentucky com- 
munity with a quality 911 emer- 
gency response system. 

The current E-911 system is 
prone to downtime and Magoffin 
and Wolfe counties currently have 
no E-911 service. The upgrades 
to the system in West Liberty will 
eliminate the downtime problems 
and will extend E-911 coverage 
to Wolfe and Magoffin, said John 
Conley Chief Communications 
Officer with the West Liberty 
Police Department. 

When operational, the new re- 
gional E-911 system will allow 
dispatchers to immediately iden- 
tify the telephone number and lo- 
cation of a cell phone caller any- 



where in the tri-county area, an 
enhancement vital in emergencies 
in which the caller can’t talk or is 
panicking and can’t get the nec- 
essary information to a dis- 
patcher. 

The governor’s visit to West 
Liberty was his third stop on a 
swing through Eastern Kentucky 
to deliver grants for other projects 
in Pike and Knott counties. 

In addition to those who gath- 
ered at the MSU at West Liberty 
campus to meet with the gover- 
nor, a group of labor union mem- 
bers, including some local union 
members, also crowded into the 
meeting hall with posters protest- 
ing Fletcher’s proposal to enact a 
right-to-work law. 

Gov. Fletcher was introduced 
by Morgan Judge Executive Tim 
Conley, who also introduced 
other dignitaries, including 
Magoffin Judge Executive Bill 
May and Wolfe Judge Executive 
Raymond Hurst.

Bucks in Budget for Buildings, 
Little For Academics

FRANKFORT— Kentucky’s 
public universities, community 
and technical colleges may never 
be ranked among the nation’s 
best, but by golly, they’ll have 
some fine buildings on their cam- 
puses. 

That’s the only possible con- 
clusion from looking at Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher’s 2006-2008 bud- 
get proposal as it relates to higher 
education. 

Lots of great new buildings. 
Not a whole lot new for what goes 
on in those buildings. 

And University of Kentucky 
President Lee Todd’s request for 
additional funding — and hardly 
an exorbitant increase, either — 
to help UK attain top 20 status 
among American research univer- 
sities not only was ignored by the 
state Council on Postsecondary 
Education, but by Lletcher as 
well. 

On the other hand, UK will get 
funding for more than $200 mil- 
lion in Lletcher ’s budget for two 
construction projects. Todd had 
asked for only $37 million over 
two years in additional state fund- 
ing for university operations as 
part of his plan to raise UK into 
the rankings of top universities in 
the nation. 

None of this is new, of course. 
Kentucky governors, legislators 
and university presidents have a 
long record of building campus 
monuments without paying much 
heed to the quality of education 
within those monuments. 

That was supposed to change, 
however, after then-Gov. Paul 
Patton forced the General Assem- 
bly in 1997 to approve a higher 
education reform initiative that 
completely changed how the sys- 
tem is governed and, in particu- 
lar, ordered UK to achieve top 20 
ranking as a research institution 
and the University of Louisville 
as a nationallyranked urban insti- 
tution. The regional universities, 
for their part, were challenged to 
achieve quality status in their own 
right. 

The community and technical 
colleges were combined under a 
unified system independent of the 
universities. 

And the state poured hundreds 
of millions of dollars into match- 
ing Bucks for Brains grants aimed 
at attracting the nation’s best aca- 



demics to Kentucky campuses, 
particularly UK and UofL. 

That lasted until the dot.com 
bubble burst, sending the nation’s 
economy into recession and forc- 
ing Kentucky to begin slashing its 
budget, including its higher edu- 
cation spending. 

Even successive double-digit 
tuition increases at universities 
haven’t replaced the money lost 
in those budget cuts. 

The state’s revenue expecta- 
tions are improving, and 
Lletcher ’s new budget proposal 
reflects that improvement. 

It also reflects the old mindset 
that building university and col- 
lege buildings is easier than build- 
ing academic reputations. 

So here is a partial list of the 
Lletcher budget’s building priori- 
ties for higher education: 

UK — $75.9 million for a bio- 
logical/pharmaceutical complex 
and $130 million for a new hos- 
pital patient tower. 

UofL — $66 million for a 
health sciences center research 
facility and $11.5 million for the 
Center for Predictive Medicine. 

Western Kentucky U. — $24.2 
million to renovate an academic- 
athletic complex, $6.7 million to 
renovate the Science Campus and 
$4.3 million for the Materials 
Characterization Center. 

Northern Kentucky U. — 
$17.4 million to complete a Stu- 
dent Union Building and $14.2 
million to renovate the Old Sci- 
ence Building. 

Morehead State U. — $15 mil- 
lion to build the Center for 
Health, Education and Research. 

Eastern Kentucky U. — $10 
million for new student housing 
and $5.1 million for a dairy re- 
search project. 

The list goes on and on for 
other universities and colleges 
across the state. 

Many of the projects are 
worthwhile, even urgently needed 
on those campuses. 

But I wonder what would hap- 
pen if every dollar appropriated 
for bricks and mortar in the higher 
education budget were matched 
equally with new spending on 
faculty and programs to teach in- 
side those buildings? 

In only a few years, Kentucky 
might be known nationally as 
much for its new academic stat- 
ure as for its new arenas for bas- 
ketball and show horses.

839,589

NS A wiretaps stir up a firestorm

President Bush’s decision to 
allow the National Security 
Agency not to obtain warrants 
before eavesdropping on Ameri- 
cans communicating with people 
overseas has stirred up a 
firestorm. The 2002 decision, re- 
ported by the New York Times 
last month, has put one of the 
American government’s most se- 
cretive agencies in an uncomfort- 
able spotlight and the Bush ad- 
ministration on the defensive. It 
not only invites criticism from 
Democrats; it also exacerbates a 
rift in the Republican ranks be- 
tween civil libertarians and de- 
fenders of national security. 

Mr. Bush says the program is 
legal and is necessary to protect 
Americans from terrorist attack. 
Critics say it violates rights to 
privacy guaranteed in the 
Constitution’s Fourth Amend- 
ment, as well as the 1978 Foreign 
Intelligence Surveillance Act, or 
FISA. 

Here are some of the issues: 

What did the president do? 
After the Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist 
attacks, Mr. Bush signed a secret 
directive allowing the NS A to 
wiretap certain telephone conver- 
sations without warrants. Hun- 
dreds of people in the U.S. have 
been tracked by the program, 
which monitors conversations 
between people within the U.S. 
and people overseas with sus- 
pected links to terrorism. Recent 
media reports say the NS A also 
has agreements with U.S. telecom 
companies to mine telephone and

But the Oh Sama Bin Laden 
of all phone terrorists is the 
slimey little muja hadeen that 
calls me up and just as soon as 
you answer, he hangs up, or just 
starts breathing hard, or talking 
dirty.

What is allowed under the 
law? The NS A is charged with 
monitoring foreign — not domes- 
tic — communication. The 1978 
FISA law requires intelligence 
agencies to obtain a warrant 
through a special court called the 
Foreign Intelligence Surveillance 
Court before tapping calls of 
people on U.S. soil. FISA was 
passed to prevent wiretapping 
abuses by intelligence agencies. 
Just a few years earlier, a Senate 
committee had revealed that the 
NSA and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation had been using 
wiretaps to gather information on 
U.S. citizens considered threats to 
national security. 

Bush says we are at war; does 
that waive the law? That’s the 
central question. Mr. Bush main- 
tains that Article II of the Consti- 
tution gives the president inher- 
ent authority to use wiretaps when 
the target is a terrorist suspect or 
has ties to a potential terrorist. He 
also says post 9-11 congressional 
authorization that allowed him to 
“use all necessary and appropri- 
ate forces” to fight the war on ter- 
ror extends to wiretapping — even 
though Congress rejected lan- 
guage proposed by the adminis- 
tration that would have specifi- 
cally authorized such wiretaps. 

Why did the president ignore 
the FISA process? Since FISA 
was passed, more than 18,000 
warrant applications have been 
presented to the court. Of these, 
just four were rejected. But the 
administration says that the pro- 
cess is cumbersome and that it 
might also rule out the sort of 
broad scale “data mining” effort 
that the NSA wanted to undertake 
because a warrant is supposed to 
be obtained for every person 
monitored. 

What are the repercussions? 
Mr. Bush says the wiretaps have 
already been integral in prosecut- 
ing at least two al Qaeda cases — 
those of Iyman Faris of Ohio, who 
was sentenced to 20 years in 
prison after admitting to involve- 
ment in a plot to destroy the 
Brooklyn Bridge, and 



Mohammed Junaid Babar of New 
York, who was implicated in a 
failed plot to bomb British 
targets. One of the 11 FISA court 
judges, U.S. District Judge James 
Robertson, resigned from the 
court after the wiretapping revela- 
tions, apparently out of concern 
that the president was undercut- 
ting the court. Sen. Arlen Specter 
(R-Pa.) and other members of 
Congress have called for a bipar- 
tisan investigation into the spy- 
ing program. The Justice Depart- 
ment has begun an investigation 
into who leaked the program to 
the media.

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Democrats comment on governor ’£ budget^ 

Stacy says House Dems will return 
coal severance monies to counties 



FRANKFORT, Ky. — Rep. 
John Will Stacy, D-West Liberty, 
joined other Democrat House 
members in commenting on Gov- 
ernor Fletcher’s proposed budget 
address, given to the joint session 
of thee House and Senate on 
Tuesday, Jan. 17. 

“Gov Ernie Fletcher proposed 
taking more than $48 million 
away from the Coal Severance 
Tax and counties that should be 
used for local projects,” said Rep. 
Stacy. “We are going to work very 
hard to get that money back into 
the budget and back to our coun- 
ties where it belongs.” 

Gov. Fletcher also proposed a 
right-to-work law that would end 
union membership or paying of 
dues as a condition of employ- 
ment. “he also plans to repeal the 
prevailing wage law, which 
would cause workers to paid less 
for government construction 
jobs,” said Rep. Stacy. 

Almost $1 billion in projects 
was proposed, including $75 mil- 
lion for the downtown Louisville 
arena project and $35 million for 
a covered arena at the Kentucky 
Horse Park in Lexington. 

The governor said that his to- 
tal budget was $17.7 billion, an 
increase of 13 percent over last 
year. The largest piece of the b 
budget pie — 44.2% — will go to 
schools and education. Gov. 
Fletcher also proposed 2% salary 
increases for each of the next two 
years for teachers. 

“Kentucky universities would 
receive $50 million in higher 
funding for the next two years, 
which is less than the $141 mil- 
lion increase proposed by the 
Council on Postsecondary Educa- 
tion,” said Rep. Stacy. “While the 
governor did propose funding for 
several major building projects, 
including a pharmacy building at 
the University of Kentucky and a 
health science research center at 
the University of Louisville, 
“Bucks for Brains” and operating 
budgets for campuses are receiv- 
ing much less than requested by 
the Council on Post Secondary 
Education.” 

Medicaid funding makes up 
12. 1 % of the governor’s proposed 
budget which would add $85 mil- 
lion this year to help cover a pro- 
jected $424 million shortfall’ 
$109 million more the next year, 
and $149 million the year after. 
Details of his plan were an-

nounced Wednesday and are 
based on federal approval granted 
to Kentucky to revise the state 
Medicaid program. 

“There are many questions left 
unanswered in the proposed bud- 
get, but we are committed to re- 
viewing the governor’s plan with 
great care and attention to detail,” 
said Rep. Stacy. 

“While Gov. Fletcher talked 
about his proposals, House 
Democrats were busy unveiling 
the last plank of a Commitment 
to Kentucky Families Open and

A Duffer recalls 
‘Whiff’ Duncan’s 
prowess on links 

The article in a recent issue of 
the LVC covering Bill Duncan ”s 
retirement from the RECC, trig- 
gered some long-dormant memo- 
ries. 

Bill Duncan used to be a well- 
known and well-liked member of 
the Pleasant Valley Country Club. 
Around the clubhouse he was an 
all-round good sport, but on the 
golf course he could only be 
briefly described as inept. Bill’s 
swing seldom produced an air- 
borne flight of the golf ball. His 
most reliable shot was a low 
skimmer, or, as Johnny Johnston 
might describe it — “the dreaded 
worm-burner.” 

Something about Bill Duncan 
was infectious. After a few holes, 
his playing partners, as well as 
opponents, were topping, 
shanking, and digging up chunks 
of sod. Drawing his name from 
the hat for a Sunday team 
scramble caused some golfers to 
take up drinking. If it were a 
Calcutta scramble, it could be 
expensive. 

You may think I am making 
this up, but I have documentary 
proof. A few days before the 1986 
Calcutta, Bill Duncan’s team- 
mates, Joe Stacy, Bernard 
Murphy, and Don Patrick, sub- 
mitted a complaint, as follows: 

“ 1 . On or about the 1 st day of 
August 1986, the defendants, Bill 
Duncan and the Pleasant Valley 
Country Club Tournament Com- 
mittee conspired against the 
plaintiffs to defraud said plaintiffs 
of money, self pride, reputation 
and other qualities which the 
plaintiffs possess that defendants 
have never had. 

“2. On or about the 1st day of 
August 1986, the defendants ar- 
ranged certain teams to compete 
in a best ball scramble at P. V.C.C. 
and conspired insofar as to place 
Bill Duncan a/k/a “Whiff” 
Duncan on plaintiffs’ team so as 
to ensure that a last place finish 
would be certain. 

“3. That the defendants had 
knowledge that Bill Duncan a/k/ 
a “Whiff’ Duncan could, through 
his degrading, ungraceful, hid- 
eous, repugnant, repulsive and 
despicable golf abilitfies, destroy 
the plaintiffs’ confidence and oth- 
erwise certain victory in the up- 
coming tournament. 

“4. That defendants accepted 
money from the plaintiffs, know- 
ing they stand no possible chance 
of a respectable finish as long as 
the defendant, Bill Duncan a/k/a 
“Whiff’ Duncan played his ap- 
palling, whacking, whopping 



game in union with the defen- 
dants.” 

The document rambles on, but 
this excerpt gives you the gist of 
the complaint. The paper was 
signed by C. K. Stacy, as agent 
for the aforesaid plaintiffs. I sus- 
pect forgery because the signature 
was legible. 

The tournament committee, 
whose morals were questioned, 
was comprised of Bill Sheets, 
Don Dixon, Henry Williams, Paul 
Ison, Dwayne Nickell, and Henry 
May. For integrity it would be 
hard to improve on this group. We 
had to put Bill Duncan on s ome 
team because he had paid his en- 
try fee.

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port groups, or other community 
benefit initiatives.” 

One of the most significant 
community benefits that St. 
Claire Regional offers is uncom- 
pensated healthcare - services 
provided to the uninsured and 
underinsured in eastern Ken- 
tucky, regardless of their ability 
to pay. When Medicare and Med- 
icaid shortfalls are factored in, 
SCR provided $15 million in un- 
compensated care last year. 

In addition, the report reveals 
that SCR’s commitment to im- 
proving the health of the region 
extends well beyond traditional 
hospital services.

Question: I get Social Secu- 
rity disability benefits due to a se- 
vere stroke five years ago that left 
me partially paralyzed. I just 
found out Social Security is go- 
ing to review my case. Why? 

Answer: Everyone who re- 
ceives disability benefits must 
have their medical conditions re- 
viewed from time to time. Your 
disability benefits will continue, 
unless there is strong evidence 
that your condition has improved 
and you are able to return to work. 
You can learn more about the dis- 
ability process by referring to the 
online publication entitled How 
We Decide If You Are Still Dis- 
abled.

Question: My husband and I 
have four children and we have 
life insurance policies. But I have 
been encouraging him to also get 
a private disability insurance 
policy, too. He says that any pri- 
vate disability insurance would 
just reduce the amount of the So- 
cial Security disability benefits he 
would be entitled to. Is this true? 

Answer: No. A worker’s eli- 
gibility for Social Security dis- 
ability benefits is not affected by 
any private insurance he or she 
may have. But you and your hus- 
band should know that worker’s 
compensation and certain other 
public disability payment may 
affect any Social Security benefit 
payments.

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Support for organ donation 
pgm. continues in Morgan 



Showing support for organ 
donation by donating a dollar 
when renewing a Kentucky driv- 
ers license has declined since 
July when the fee for new and 
renewed licenses was increased 
to $20.00. But drivers in Morgan 
County showed their continued 
support of the organ donation 
program by being “above aver- 
age” in donating an extra dollar 
to the Kentucky Circuit Clerks 
Trust For Life when renewing 
their licenses in 2005. 

According to the Trust For 
Life, Morgan Circuit Court Clerk 
Donna Pelfrey’s office collected 
the donated $1 from 64.8% of 
those obtaining their drivers li- 
cense last year. The average 
number of drivers who donated 
$ 1 when they got their new or re- 
newed license in Kentucky’s 120 
counties was 39%. 

“Even with the state average 
being dramatically decreased, 
Morgan County should be proud 
and pleased with their above av- 
erage participation in this very 
important effort,” said Trust Ex- 
ecutive Director Berkeley Scott, 
“and Donna Pelfrey and her staff 
should be congratulated on their 
support.” 

The Trust For Life was cre- 
ated by the Kentucky Circuit 
Clerks Association and the state 
legislature in 1992 to collect the 
$ 1 at drivers license counters to 
fund a year-round education and 
promotion effort to encourage all 
Kentuckians to be organ and tis- 
sue donors so that others might 
live. 

The Trust, along with other 
groups involved with organ do- 
nation and transplantation, is 
supporting the passage of House 
Bill 57 currently before the leg- 
islature that would create a Ken- 
tucky registry of willing organ 
donors. Currently more than 700 



Kentuckians are on waiting lists 
for lifesaving organ transplants 
and many more need life-enhanc- 
ing procedures requiring donated 
tissues like corneas, heart valves 
and veins. Many of these patients 
will die waiting. 

On the back of each Kentucky 
drivers license is a place where 
drivers can sign to indicate their 
willingness to be organ and tis- 
sue donors. Licenses may be 
signed at the clerks’ offices or 
later at home. Bright yellow “do- 
nor dots” are also available to be 
placed on the front of the license. 
The clerks and the Trust encour- 
age everyone to tell their fami- 
lies of their decision.

Question: I get Social Secu- 
rity disability benefits due to a se- 
vere stroke five years ago that left 
me partially paralyzed. I just 
found out Social Security is go- 
ing to review my case. Why? 

Answer: Everyone who re- 
ceives disability benefits must 
have their medical conditions re- 
viewed from time to time. Your 
disability benefits will continue, 
unless there is strong evidence 
that your condition has improved 
and you are able to return to 
work. You can learn more about 
the disability process by referring 
to the online publication entitled 
How We Decide If You Are Still 
Disabled. It can be found at

Question: My husband and I 
have four children and we have 
life insurance policies. But I have 
been encouraging him to also get 
a private disability insurance 
policy, too. He says that any pri- 
vate disability insurance would 
just reduce the amount of the 
Social Security disability benefits 
he would be entitled to. Is this 
true? 

Answer: No. A worker’s eli- 
gibility for Social Security dis- 
ability benefits is not affected by 
any private insurance he or she 
may have. But you and your hus- 
band should know that worker’s 
compensation and certain other 
public disability payment may 
affect any Social Security benefit 
payments. You can learn more 
about the disability program by 
referring to the online publication 
entitled Disability Benefits.

Agony claws my mind. I am a 
statistic. When I first got here, I 
felt very much alone.

I was goofing 
off, going too fast. Taking crazy 
chances. But I was enjoying my 
freedom and having fun. The first 
thing I remember was passing an 
old lady who seemed to be going 
awfully slow. I heard a deafen- 
ing crash and a terrific jolt. Glass 
and steel flew every where. My 
body seemed to be turning inside 
out. I heard my scream. 

Suddenly I awakened. It was 
very quiet. A police officer was 
standing over me. Then I saw a 
doctor. My body was mangled. I 
was saturated with blood. Pieces 
of jagged glass was sticking out 
all over. Strange that I couldn’t 
feel anything. Hey don’t pull that 
sheet over my head. I can’t be 
dead. I’m only 17. I’ve got a date 
tonight. I’m supposed to grow 
up[ and have a wonderful life. I 
haven’t yet. I can’t be dead. 

Later I was placed in a drawer. 
My folks had to identify me. Why 
did they have to see me like this?

Take time now to get ready for the 
2006 tobacco season 



The time to seed tobacco for 
transplant production is just 
around the corner. Growers will 
be faced with a number of 
challenges this year, including 
higher production costs 
associated with increased prices 
of fuel and other inputs. Losses 
to disease in the float system are 
hard to swallow in even the best 
of years, but will be felt more 
keenly under our current 
economic climate. Taking a few 
simple steps now can lead to 
better disease control and better 
yields of transplants in the spring. 

The key to successful 
management of diseases in 
transplant production should 
center on prevention, as there are 
few chemical tools that can be 
used legally in this system. 



Adequate sanitation is the first 
thing a grower should consider. 
Any tobacco remaining should be 
destroyed, as should the plastic 
used to line float bays. Eradicate 
any weeds in and around float 
beds. 

Styrofoam trays to be re-used 
should be washed thoroughly 
with a detergent solution to 
remove soil and then sanitized. A 
10% solution made with 1 part 
household bleach and 9 parts 
water, plus a drop or two of dish 
detergent (to reduce surface 
tension), is fairly effective in 
reducing pathogens. Dip pre- 
washed trays for 2-3 minutes into 
the solution and then rinse 
thoroughly with clean water. The 
latter is crucial because residual 
bleach left on trays could be

phytotoxic. Allow trays to dry and 
cover them until they are to be 
used. Steam heat can also be used 
to disinfect trays. Maintain a 
temperature of 165-175 °F for 30 
minutes for greatest reduction of 
plant pathogens. Allow trays to 
cool and cover them until seeding 
time. Even greater levels of 
inoculum reduction can be 
achieved by combining the 
bleach-dip and steam-heat 
methods. When filling trays with 
soil-less mix, never recycle media 
that was used previously. Old 
media can harbor pathogens such 
as Pythium that can infest float 
systems and lead to losses later 
on. 

Lastly, make sure that tools 
and equipment are sanitized 
before using them in transplant 
production systems this season. 
The same 10% bleach solution 
used for trays can also be used to 
sanitize equipment, and there are 
a number of other materials 
available for this purpose as well. 
Following sound sanitation 
practices in float systems will go 
a long way in keeping disease 
problems on tobacco transplants 
in check.

As deaths soar, 
ATV Assn, says 
laws not needed 

Kentucky has recorded the 
nation's fastest-growing death 
rate for ATV users with 106 
deaths from 2002 to 2004, 
according to the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. 
Now, some Kentucky lawmakers 
want to take the state out of that 
top spot with tighter restrictions. 

“Two bills pending before the 
Kentucky General Assembly ... 
would require that children under 
16 wear helmets while driving or 
riding four-wheelers. The other 
would prohibit children that age 
from even driving AT Vs and 
require all operators to wear 
helmets.” writes State law 
requires helmets only on public 
property. 

The CPSC also reported 33 
deaths in Indiana during the 
2002-2004 period. Kentucky 
reported 328 ATV-related deaths 
in the 20 years ending in 2004, 
with more than a third involving 
children, according to a story by 
Laura Ungar of The Courier- 
Journal. Most of those injured or 
killed in both states were not 
wearing helmets.

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30 years after Carter’s energy initiative, 
Americans are still faced with shortages

In 1977, President Jimmy 
Carter outlined an aggressive en- 
ergy plan that called for better 
environmental protection, con- 
servation and the development of 
alternative fuel sources that could 
be relied upon into the next cen- 
tury. 

At the time of his proposed 
plan, Carter was concerned that 
the United States would soon face 
serious energy shortages, saying 
that three-quarters of the oil and 
natural gas we consumed for en- 
ergy was running dangerously 
thin. He claimed the decisions 
Americans made then about en- 
ergy would serve as a character 
test and called those difficult de- 
cisions the “moral equivalent to 
war.” 

Now, nearly 30 years later, 
Americans still have concerns 
about energy. Much of those con- 
cerns have developed through a

very real war in Iraq, political 
unrest in Venezuela and the surge 
of hurricanes that pummeled the 
Gulf Coast. 

The world’s turmoil, many 
claim, is largely responsible for 
the rising cost in crude oil, which 
rose sharply to $70 a barrel in 
August, greatly increasing the 
expense of filling gas tanks and 
heating houses. Cheap oil prices 
in the past have somewhat under- 
cut the development of other fu- 
els, but recent cost trends have 
reignited interest in alternative 
fuels. 

So, naturally, with the price of 
gasoline at the pump reaching the 
$5-a-gallon mark in some re- 
gions, there is increasing interest 
in development of alternative fu- 
els. 

“There has always been an in- 
terest in alternative fuels among 
environmentalists and other 
grassroots groups,” said Radford 
University chemistry professor 
Francis Webster. “But now, with 
the price of gasoline so high, ev- 
erybody is interested. Every day 
you see an article in a newspaper 
or magazine about developing 
alternative fuel sources.” 

This increased interest is 
bringing to the forefront more 
information about alternative fu- 
els, some of which now work and 
some of which are in the works. 

One of those alternatives fu- 
els being praised is biodiesel, a 
fuel source Webster and his stu- 
dents have been working on for 
nearly two years. The interest has 
been so high, Webster and a hand- 
ful of RU students have built a 
biodiesel reactor in the 
professor’s basement at his house 
and use the fuel they create to 
power a 1970 ’s model Mercedes. 

Webster recycles waste cook- 
ing oil donated by a local Sonic 
restaurant, whose owner has 
taken a deep interest in the 



project. The Mercedes was do- 
nated to the RU chemistry depart- 
ment by engaged parents of an 
RU student. 

“It’s unbelievable how many 
people have taken an interest in 
what we’re doing,” Webster said. 
“It used to be a few people were 
interested. Now, it’s teachers and 
parents and friends and neigh- 
bors. People are always asking 
about our project and about these 
fuels.” 

At the moment, biodiesel is the 
alternative fuel getting most of 
the attention. President George 
W. Bush recently touted biodiesel 
as one of the nation’s top alterna- 
tive fuel sources. Even country 
music star Willie Nelson is on the 
act, burning biodiesel in his cars 
and tour bus. Nelson also has 
partnered with a group to form a 
company that markets a biodiesel 
blend, called BioWillie, at truck 
stops. 

Perhaps the popularity of 
biodiesel comes partly because 
it’s relatively simple to produce. 
Many plants produce burnable 
oils, and in the U.S. soybeans are 
the most common source for 
biodiesel, while rapeseed is the 
popular choice in England. This 
also creates an upside for farm- 
ers who could reap the benefits 
of increased demand for their 
crops. 

However, as popular as the 
clean-burning fuel has become, 
skeptics say that while it can help, 
it is not enough to meet 
American’s fuel needs. 

Other alternative fuels include 
ethanol, solar and wind power 
and hydrogen. 

Hydrogen has become a hit 
with environmentalists because it 
promises to reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions while increasing 
energy efficiency. When used 
in a fuel cell, hydrogen can power 
a car without using gasoline while 
emitting pure water into the 
air instead of gas fumes. How- 
ever, cost for research and 
development into perfecting 
hydrogen as a fuel for automo- 
biles could be extremely expen- 
sive. 

Despite the costs for develop- 
ment, Webster said he believes 
hydrogen has a strong future in 
becoming a fuel source Ameri- 
cans turn to for their ever increas- 
ing energy needs. 

“I think fuel cells and hydro- 
gen will eventually win in the 
end,” Webster said. “But it must 
become cost effective to enter the 
mainstream. I do hope that in the 
future we take a broad approach 
to energy and not just toward one 
fuel source.” 

So, how will these alternatives 
to gasoline and diesel change the 
lives of fuel hungry Americans? 
More than likely, Webster says, 
life-styles won’t change much 
at all. “What people hope for is 
to develop technology that does 
not change our lives - a change 
so seamless you don’t even no- 
tice.”

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$950 million in Tobacco 
Transition pgm. payments 



Lump sum sales of 
remaining payments 
begin January 23 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17— 
Agriculture Secretary Mike 
Johanns announced today that 
US DA will begin issuing more 
than $950 million in Tobacco 
Transition Payment Program 
(TTPP) payments to quota hold- 
ers and producers. Also, quota 
holders and producers can enter 
into successor-in-interest con- 
tracts beginning Jan. 23, 2006, 
for subsequent payments which 
would enable them to receive 



lump-sum payments from private 
entities by selling the remaining 
eight TTPP payments. 

“Approximately $1.9 billion 
in payments will have been paid 
to tobacco quota holders and pro- 
ducers when this second round of 
payments ends,” said Johanns. 
“These funds are helping tobacco 
farmers transition to the free mar- 
ket and mark the end of the fed- 
eral tobacco marketing pro- 
gram.” 

The TTPP marks the end of 
the federal tobacco marketing 
quota and price support loan pro- 
grams in place since the Great 



Depression. The Fair and Equi- 
table Tobacco Reform Act, 
signed into law by President 
Bush in October 2004, estab- 
lished the TTPP. 

The TTPP is funded by assess- 
ments on tobacco product im- 
porters and manufacturers. The 
TTPP, begun in 2005, ends in 
2014, and provides 10 equal an- 
nual payments to quota holders 
and producers. The payments, 
made every year on or about 
January 15, are approximately 
$950 million. CCC issued the 
first annual installment in 2005. 

USD A does not make lump 
sum TTPP payments to quota 
holders and producers. However, 
quota holders and producers can 
receive lump sum payments by 
selling their interest to a third 



party through "successor-in-in- 
terest" contracts. In 2005, third 
parties bought more than 89,000 
TTPP contracts worth approxi- 
mately $1.5 billion. A complete

Family Foundation 
supports ‘Bullying 
Bill’ amendment 

LEXINGTON, Ky, - The 
Family Foundation of Kentucky 
supports House Floor Amend- 
ment 2 (HFA 2), introduced by 
Rep. Mike Harmon (R-Danville), 
to House Bill 270 CS, also 
known as the “Bullying Bill.” 

“This amendment offers im- 
portant religious protections for 
students,” said Martin Cothran, 
The Family Foundation’s senior 
policy analyst. 

The amendment states simply: 
“No policy, procedure, strategy, 
or code under provisions of this 
section and Section 1 of this Act 
shall in any way require, teach, 
or instruct either staff or students 
in a manner that would otherwise 
conflict with their personal reli- 
gious beliefs.” 

The Bullying Bill has received 
widespread support from groups 
across the political spectrum, and 
Cothran said he saw no reason 
why the amendment should be 
any less popular with those con- 
cerned about the well-being of 
students. “We believe everyone 
should be able to support this 
amendment, and we fully expect 
that the same groups concerned 
about the bullying bill will be 
supportive of this fundamental 
protection for students.” 

“This amendment is just a 
common sense extension of the 
protections already in HB 270,” 
said Cothran. “We are against 
bullying, and we are also against 
the violation of the religious 
rights of students.” 

Rep. Harmon also filed House 
Floor Amendment 1 (HFA 1), 
which amends the original ver- 
sion of the bill. The two amend- 
ments are identical, and The 
Family Foundation supports 
both. The committee substitute, 
however, contains some changes 
made at the behest of The Fam- 
ily Foundation, and was passed 
with The Family Foundation’s 
support by the House Education 
Committee on Wednesday.

Bath tub - 36 gallons 
Toilet flushing - 5-7 gallons 
Outdoor watering - 5-10 gal- 
lons (per minute) 

Check your meter to see 
whether you have leaks.

Breathitt raid nets 
$132,000 worth of 
Oxycontin pills 

JACKSON — Operation 
UNITE detectives fired shots at 
a suspected drug dealer in the 
Barwick community in sosuthern 
Breathitt County Jan. 19 after he 
allegedly tried to run down the 
officers with his truck. 

The officers were not injured, 
but Eddie Arnold Baker, 53, of 
Barwick drove away and escaped 
on foot, according to a release 
from Operation UNITE. Baker’s 
truck was struck several times 
with bullets. 

Officers, who had gone to 
serve search warrants on Baker 
and his son on Strong’s Branch, 
confiscated 1,621 Oxycontin 
pills valued at $132,000 and 
about $7,000 in cash from 
Baker’s home and truck. Accord- 
ing to the news release, officers 
had witnessed Baker making a 
drug deal from his pickup. 

Air and ground searches over 
the weekend failed to locate 
Baker, but police fouuund three 
stolen all-terrain vehicles on his 
property. A spkesman for UNITE 
said Baker is to be considered 
extremely dangerous. 

Baker’s son, Eddie Arnold 
Baker, Jr., 31, was arrested on 
one count of first-degree traffick- 
ing in a controlled substance. 

Also arrested in connection 
with the case was Jeffrey Miller, 
29, of Jackson who was charged 
with one count of tampering with 
physical evidence.

Cougars’ team effort trumps 
Boyd County’s one-man show 



Owens gets 35 points, 
but Peyton, Morgan 
gain the victory

Antonio Owens can do just 
about anything he wants on the 
basketball court. But try as he 
may, he couldn’t quite beat Mor- 
gan County. Owens was turned 
away twice in an effort to tie the 
game in the final 15 seconds of 
regulation as the Cougars sur- 
vived a tough test from Boyd 
County, 66-64. 

With his team slicing a nine- 
point deficit to just two in a mere 
two minutes, Owens brought the 
ball up the floor with a chance to 
send the game to overtime. But 
the Lion guard saw his shot 
blocked out of bounds by the duo 
of Wes Montgomery and Katlin 
Haney with just four seconds on 
the clock. Then on the ensuing 
inbounds, Owens let the pass slip 
through his hands and into 
backcourt as Boyd was forced to 
settle with an off-balance des- 
peration heave that missed the 
mark as time expired. 

The game featured arguably 
three of the region’s top 10 play- 
ers in Owens, along with the Cou- 
gars ’ Blake McCowan and 
Nathaniel Peyton. And it was 
Peyton who would offset some 
early scoring by Owens with 
some offensive fireworks of his 
own. Peyton buried two three- 
pointers from the top of the key 
in the game’s initial four minutes 
to give his team an 8-4 lead. How- 
ever, Owens and the Lions would 
close the period on a 10-2 run to 
take a 14-10 lead after eight min- 
utes of action. 

But Matthew Perry’s team pro- 
ceeded to shoot the lights out in 
the second period. After Devan 
Adkins trimmed the lead to one 
with a three-pointer, Katlin 
Haney gave the Cougars the lead 
with a bank shot in the paint. 
From there, Morgan blitzed Boyd 
with a 20-8 run over the remain- 
der of the half to take control. 
After Derrick Young and Devan 
Adkins hit back-to-back three- 
pointers to put their team up 
seven, Nathaniel Peyton’s steal 
and layup made it a nine-point 
bulge. Blake McCowan followed 
that with a steal and a perfect be- 
hind-the-back bounce pass to 
Nathaniel Peyton for a layup and 
Morgan’s first double-figure lead 
of the game. Peyton would then 
drain a three-point shot just over 
a minute later for a 30-17 lead. A 
Derrick Young three-pointer off 
an out-of-bounds play from deep 
in the left corner kept the Cougar 
lead at 13 at intermission. 

Morgan extended the lead to 
14 in the third quarter when 
Nathaniel Peyton knocked down 
yet another three. The Cougars 
would close the period with a 49- 
37 advantage. 

But Boyd County refused to 
go quietly. Two free-throws by 
Brennan Sargent cut the deficit to 
just three with 5:30 remaining. 
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Boyd County ace Antonio Owens (23) goes one-on-one against 
the Cougars’ Derrick Young. 

Then less than two minutes later, 

Brennan took a pass from Anto- 
nio Owens and promptly tied the 
game at 53 with a left- handed 
layup. But the Cougars cut loose 
with a 9-0 run of their own, 
capped by Nathaniel Peyton’s 
fifth three-pointer of the game for 
a seemingly insurmountable 62- 
53 lead with only 2:20 remaining. 

However, Owens and the Li- 
ons made one final push. Phil 
Pratt’s team scored six points in 
just over 30 seconds, capped by 
an old fashion three-point play by 
Owens to get Boyd back within 
three. After two free-throws by 
Morgan’s Wes Montgomery, 

Owens knocked down his third 
three-pointer of the contest from 
deep off the left wing to pull his 
team within two with 59 seconds 
remaining.
